Dave Wood, director of finance for the 
City of Belle Glade responds: "Because I 
am responsible for the utility billing sys- 
tems, | am the most appropriate person to 
respond to the concerns expressed in Speak 
Out. Hopefully, I can explain how the sys- 


tem works. 

In general, our customers are billed on a 
monthly cycle so that the bill arrives at 
about the same time every month. The date 
may vary by a couple of days in any given 
month if the normal billing date falls on a 
weekend or a holiday. 

Because the city commission does not 
wish to discontinue service to our cus- 
tomers, the city has always sent a notice to 
the customer who has not paid the bill 20 
days after the billing date. We currently 
are mailing the reminder notices out 18 
days after the date of the monthly bill. The 
notice is intended to remind the customer 
that they only have about 10 days left until 
they are subject to be disconnected. The 
notices are intended to be an accommoda- 
tion to our customers in case they have for- 
gotten about the bill. Many of our cus- 
tomers have told us how much they appre- 
ciate receiving the notice instead of us just 
disconnecting their water service with no 
notice.

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Next governor must engage 
early on environmental matterse

Beginning in the 1980s, envi- 
ronmental issues began to 
receive greater prominence in 
the public cónsciousness. The 
obvious reason stems from the 
fact that the citizens of Florida 
are themselves placing greater 
emphasis on this area, The 
increased grassroots concern 
has brought about bi-partisan 
efforts to achiéve a better bal- 
ance between environmental 
concerns, economic develop- 
ment and property rights. 

During this year's legislative 
session some intense debates 
took place, Tort reform, tax 
rebates, pro-life license plates, 
and vote fraud reform were 
among those. Also at the top 
were some environmental con- 
cerns, including two bills that 
were directly linked to the 
effort to restore the Ever- 
glades, as well as competing 


. efforts to extend the life of the 


Preservation 2000 land buying 
plan. To the joy of some and 
consternation of others, none 
of these became law. On the 
Plus side, a permanent source 
of funding for beach renourish- 


ment projects was provided for.

First, there must be 
a mechanism where account- 
ability for state-purchased 
lands is introduced and second, 
the traditional protection that 
Florida landowners are afford- 
ed under state law should not

unassailable higher interest. 

In the beginning, HB 4141 
sought more accountability, 
through legislative oversight, 
to the Everglades restoration 
effort. In the end, amendments 
brought the legislature too 
close to micromanagement and 
to preserve a proper separation 
of powers it required a veto. 

HB 4071 would have: 
required that state law be fol- 
lowed in land condemnation 
instead of a federal process 
that is potentially less expen- 
sive to the state and more 
expensive to the landowners. 
This would not’ appear to con- 
stitute the unassailable higher 
interest required to supersede 
our state’s long-cherished laws 
involving private property. 
There is no valid reason to 
argue that enactment of this 
bill would have shut down 
Everglades restoration. I 
would have signed this bill. 

One would think that both * 
bills passed by narrow margins 
along party lines. In reality the 
property rights bill passed 111- 
4 in the House and 34-3 in the 
Senate, while the accountabili- 


"ћу bill passed the House by a 


100-13 count and 37-1 in the 
Senate. That is.a story in and 
of itself and should Ље ample 
proof of good intentions on a 
Ъіхрагііѕап basis. _ 

With that in mind, it is rea- 
sonable to assume that the 
next legislature will again look 
at accountability as well as the - 
rights of property owners and 
balance those interests with 
our mutual desire to restore 


the Everglades. Hopefully the; 


debate can be centered’ on 
clearly fócused issues and if 
the: 


proper time for discussion, 
such as committee hearings 


-and floor discussion. It is not ^ 


clear when the governor” 
became opposed to the Ever- 
glades measures, but this issue 
is important enough to require 
strong leadership before the 
laws are passed. The legis! 
ture must receive executive 
branch input and needs to

prepared to sign. - А 
There is another key-envi- 


ronmental issue that will 
require strong executive lead- 
ership. While the legislature 
fully funded Preservation 2000 
in the 1999 budget, it was not 
extended beyond its scheduled 
date for termination in 2000. 
That was a disappointment, 
but not anywhere near a fata! 
blow to the program. There 
were somewhat conflicting ver- 
sions of the extension in both 
chambers of the legislature, 
but the two were not recon- 
ciled. The next governor must 
be willing to be a strong leader 
to ensure- that this legislation 
passes. This is a popular pro, 
gram and the people of Florida 
expect it to continue. With 
leadership from the top, I am 
confident that this disappoint- 
ment will turn into sound 
pubic policy next year. 

If this was the out year and 
P2000 had been allowed to` 
expiré, then the legislature 
would have clearly earned an 
“F”. That is not the case and itg. 
is continuing-its mission unin- 
terrupted. That is the good 
news. I predict thàt an exten- 
sion will pass next year which 
will continue the program of 
preserving sensitive lands, 
provide for greater account- 
ability once the lands are pur- 
chased, and the rights of Prop-@, 
erty owners clearly acknowl- 
edged. 

Full funding of the Surface 
Water Improvement and Man- 
agement (SWIM) program 
should also be a high priority 
for next year, as should coptin- 
uing to encourage more inner- 
city investment through the 
development of former contam- 
inated sites known as Brown-@ 
fields. We must also begin to 
look seriously into the growing 
problem of storm water runoff 
and the pollution that it 
spreads, The problem is real 
and will need broad, bi-parti- 
san solutions. The legislature 
should put it on their agenda

Gang-related crimes can 


carry harsher penalties

The Florida Legislature has 
enacted special legislation 
regarding criminal street 
‘gangs. Those identified as 
gang members or those who 
commit crimes identified as 
gang-related face harsher 
penalties in the state court 
system.

874.04, upon a finding by the

ffense. Each of the findings 
required as a basis for such. 
sentence.shall be found by a 
preponderance of the evidence.

+ A misdemeanor of the sec- 
ond degree may be punished as 
if it were a misdemeanor of the 
first degree, 

№ А misdemeanor of the first 
degree may be punished as if it 
were n felony of the third 
degree. 

* A felony of the third degree 
may be punished as if it were a 
felony of the second degree. 

• А felony of the second 


degree’ may bé punished as if it 
were a felony of the first degree. 

* A felony of the first degree 
may be punished as if it were a 
life felony.

Black, Catholic and free 


Augustus Tolton thought the 
Catholic priesthood was open to 


‚ Мапу man who was Catholic and 


+ had the vocation. He was wrong. 
If you were black and living in 
1880s America, the very idea of 
a black clergy was anathema. 
Even though the roots of black 
Catholics welt back to the 16th 
century in Florida, this son of 
slaves could find no American 
Seminary willing to accept him. 

Ifit were not for the support 
of the Franciscans at Quincy 
College-in Illinois, Augustus, 
Tolton's calling to priestly ser- 
vice would have languished. 
However, the monks were able 
to arrange for his studies at a 
seminary in Rome. He was 
ordained there in 1886. 

.Before returning to a black 
parish, St. Joseph's, in Quincy, 
Tolton wrote fervently: ^I really 
feel that. there will be a stir all 
over the United States when I 
begin. . .I shall work and pull at 
it as long as God gives me life, 
for I see that I have principali- 
ties to resist anywhere and 
everywhere I go.”

Tolton's struggles express the 
painfully slow disappearance оѓ 
racial disparities in American 
parishes and its hierarchy. It 
took Pope Paul VI to remind us 
on the occasion of the canoniza- 
tion of the martyrs of Uganda in 
1964 that Africa has provided 
the church with incalculable 
service, including the pontifi- 
cates of three early African 
popes: Sts. Victor I, Militades 
and Gelasius. 

It was that same year onJuly 


^2 that President Lyndon 
.Johnson signed the Civil Rights 


Act prohibiting discrimination 
on the basis of race, sex, or 
national origin.
